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there-about take it from what their Forefathers had thrown a- 
way^ and had Iain long io the open Air, T he life above men- 
tioned being confiderable, the perfoD, who fent it, hath been 
intrcatedj to inform what^quantities maybe had of ir^Jt there 
fliould be occafion to fend for fome. 

Of an HungarianBoksy cf the fame Effc^ with the Bolia 
Armems. 

The fame perfon gave notice alfo^ that, befides the Bolm Ar* 
mentis J and the Terra Silejiaca.xhttc is an Earth to be found in 
Hungary about the River Tockay^ thence called BqIus Tockavien* 
pts ^ having as good effects in P/^/iT^, as either of the former 
two, and commended by experience in thofe parts^as much as 
it is by Sennertus out oiCrato, for its goodnefs. 

Of the Ne» American Whak-fifhing about the Ber- 
mudas. 

Here follows aRelai:ion,fomewhat more diverti{ing,than the 
precedent Accountsjwhich is about the new Whale^fijhing in the 
IVeJilndies about the Bermudas^ as it was delivered by an under- 
ftanding and hardy Sea-man, who affirmed he had been at the 
kiUing work himfelf. His account^as far as remembred^was this* 
that though hitherto all Attempts of maftering the Whales ot 
thofeSeas had been unfuccesful^by reafon of the extraordinary 
fiercenels and fwiftnefs of thele monftrous Animals j yet the 
enterprife being lately renewed, and fuch perfons chofen and 
fent thither for the w^ork, as were refolved not to be baffled by 
a Sea-monfter, they did profper fo far in this undertakings that^ 
having been out at Sea, near the faid Ifle of 5^r/;22i//a/,feventeeia 
times, and faftned their Weapons a dozen times^they killed in 
thefc expeditions 2 old Female- Whales^ and 3 Cubs, whereof 
one of the old ones, from the head to the extremity of theXayl^ 
was 82. Foot in length, by meafurej its Tayl being 23. Foot 
broad, the fwimming Finn %6. Foot long^ and the Gills three 
Foot long : having great bends underneath from the Nofe to 
the Navihupon her after-part, a Finn on the back^ being within 
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paved (tills was the plain Sea mans phrafe) with far, like the 
CawlofaHog. 

The other old one^ he faid, was fome 60. Foot long. Of the 
Cubs, one was 33. the other two^ much about 2/. or z6. Foot 

long. 

The (hape of the Fiih^ he faid^ was very fharp behind, like the 
ridgeof a houfe^ the head pretty bluff, and full of bumps on 
both fides ; the back perfe(3:Iy black, and the belly white. 

Their celerity and force he affirmed to be wonderful, info- 
much that one of thofe Creatures^which he ftruck hirafeIf,tow* 
ed the boat wherein he was^ after him, for the fpace of fix or fe- 
vcnLeagues, iri^ofanhours time. Being wounded, he faith, 
they make a hideous roaring, at which^ all of that kind that are 
within hearing, come towards that place, where che Animal is, 
yet without ftriking, or doing any harm to the wary. 

He added^ that they ftruck one of a prodigious bignefs, and 
by gtiels of above 100 foot long. He is of opinion^ th^t this Fife 
comes neareft to that fort of Whales, which they call the Ju- 
harCes ; they are without teeth, and longer than the Greenland- 
Whales^ but not fo thick. 

He faid further,that they fed much upon Grafs^growing at the 
bottom of the Sea; which, he affirmed, was feen by cutting up 
the great Bag of Maw, wherein, he had found in one of them 
about two or three Hogflieads of a greenifh grafly-matter. 

As to the quantity and nature oftheOyl which they yield, 
he thought, that the largeft fort of thefe Whales might afibrd 
fevenor eight Tuns if well husbanded^ although they had foil 
much this firfl: time^for want of a good Cooper,having brought 
home but eleven Tuns* TheCubbs, by his relation^, do yield 
but httle^ and that is but a kind of a Jelly. That which the old 
ones renderj doth candy like Porks- Greafe^ yet burneth very 
well. He obferved,.tbat the Oyl of the Blubber is as clear and 
fair as any Whey: but that which is boyledoutoftheLeanjin-. 
terlarded, becomes as hard as Tallowjpattering in the burning 
and that which is made of the Cawl, refembleth Hoggs- greafe* 

One, but fcarce crediblcj quality of this Oyl-, he affirms to be, 
that though it be boilings yet one may run ones hand into it 
widiout Icalding 5 to which he adds, that it hath a very healing 
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Vcrtue for cuttings, lamenefs,^^. the part affeded being anoin- 
ted therewith. One thing more he related, not to be omitted, 
which i$5 that having told^ that the time of catching thefe Fiflies 
was from the beginning of M^riTi^, to the end of May ^ after 
which time they appeared no more in that part of the Sea : he 
did, when asked^ whither they then retired, give this Anfwer, 
That it was thought, they went into the Weed-beds of the Gulf 
of f/^n^^^ it having been obferved, that upon their Fins and 
Tails they have ftore of Clams or Barnacles, upon which , he 
faid, Rock- weed or Sea-tangle did grow a hand longj many of 
them having been taken of them, of the bignefs of great Oy*« 
fter-flielsj and hung upon the Governoux of Bermudas his Pales* 

A Narrative concerning ihefuccefs of Pendulum^Watchesat 

Sea for the Longitudes 4 

The Relation lately made by Major Holmes^ concerning the 
fuecefs of the Pendulum- Watches at Sea (two whereof were com*- 
mitted to his Care and Obfervation in his laft voyage to ( uiny 
by fomeof our Eminem Firtm/i^ and Grand Promoters of Na- 
vigation) is as followeth 5 

The faid Major having l?fc that Coaff^and being come to the 
Ifle ofSt.Th^mai under the Ximaccompanied with four Veffels,. 
having there adjufted his Watches^putto Sea,and failed Weft*. 
ward, levenor eight hundred Leagues, without changing his 
courfe ; after which^ finding the Wind favourable, he fteered 
towards the Coaft oijfric^^ North-Notth-Eaft» But having 
failed upon xhztline a matter of two or rhree hun JredJLeagues, 
the Mafters of the other Ships, under his Condud:, apprehend- 
ing that theyjhould want Water, before they could reach that 
Coaft^did propofetohim to fteer their Courfe to the Barbadoep^, 
to fupply themfelves with Water there. Whereupon the faid 
Major,having called the Mailer and Pilots together^andcaufcd 
them to produce their Journals and Calculations, it was found, 
that thofe Pilots did difer in their reckonings from that of the 
Major, one of them eighty Leagues,another about an hundred, 
and the third, more ; out the. Major judging by his Pendulum^ 
WatohesyXhd^i they were only fome thirty Leagues diftanr from
